EXTRA-TERRITORIAL 


RIGHTS: MUST .GO. 


BUT IN PROPORTION TO CHINA'S PROGRESS. 


» In the Manchester Guardian of Septdmber 5 the following 
editorial article appeared, , dealing with the British Note replying to 
_ tho Chinese demand for tho surrender of extra-territorial rights: 


The: treaties by which foreigners 
secure themselves agninst oppres- 
sion or arbitrary treatment ot the 
hands of backward or unruly States 
fire usually: called capitulations. 
The principle is called ona of extra- 
territoriality. The British Govern- 
ment now publishes the text of its 
reply to the Chinese Government, 
which last April addressed a Note 
to the chief foraign Powers appeal- 
ing for the removal “ at the earliest. 
possible date:’ of the system of 
extra-territoriality and, consular 
jurisdiction, In this the Chinese 
Government is in harmony with the 
spirit of the times: It is likely, 
indeed, to be the ast ‘jmportant 
and independent State to- free itself 
from this form’ of foreign interfer-' 
ence. The Turks, alter .their 
successful military resistance under 
Kemal Pasha, secured the abolition 
of the ‘capitulations, under the 
Trenty of Lausanne. If the propos- 
ed trent¢ with Egypt goes through, 
responsibility for the lives and 
property of foreigners in Egypt 
will henceforth devolve ‘upon the 
Egyptian Government. In any case, 
the ‘British Government recognises 
that ‘the capitulatory regime now 
existing in Egypt is no longer in 
accordance with the ‘spirit of the 
times and with the present state 
of Kgypt.” Unfortunately, China 
is not admitted to have reached the 
“ atate’’ which makes withdrawal 
of the capitulations immediately 
possible, and the -British Govern- 
ment, though anxious to sce what 


further changes can be made in the, 


present system which will.make it 
less offensive to Chinese sentiment, 
is definitely not prepared to aban- 
don the system as/. whole. © 


Legitimate Nationalist Sentiment. 


The principle of extra-territor-| 
is many centuries old, in 
China as elsewhere. Thatvit came 
to be strongly resented by the 
States which conteded it was an 
entirely modern development, dat- 
ing from no farther back than the 
beginning of this century and the 
assimilation by Asiatic and other 
States Western nationalistic 
sentiment. It is only the scnse of 
nationalism which: makes extra- 
territoriality ‘out of date. From a 
purely practical point of view it is 
not out of date’ at all. It will be 
a long time before, China, ‘at: any 
rate, can offer, the foreigner the 
security and certainty of justice that 
he’ would expect to find jn Court 
administering Western justice by 
Western methods, But Western 
European Powers should be the Grst 
to appreciate the force and legiti- 
macy of. nationalist sentiment . and, 
to realise that that sentiment must 
be grossly outraged by the extra- 
territorial system. Nationalism in 
China is a fact, however much, from 
many points of view, we may de- 
plore it, And if we wish ‘to live 
at peace’ with Nationalist’ China, 
as humanity and trade alike require, 
we must be prepared to make con- 
cessions and to take risks, It ia all 
a question of degree. Obviously 
the great commercial and inter- 
national - community of ‘Shanghai 
cannot be\.immediately abandoned, 
almost literally, to the wolves. It 
is not many months since Shanghai 
was surrounded by armed hordes 
of undisciplined soldiery. There aro. 
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VACCINATION | IN BRITAIN. 


' MINISTRY OF: HEALTH

Under such circum- 
stances. it seems clear, if trade and 
intereourse with the outside world 
are to continue, that there must be 
districts set “apart in which foreign- 
ers can live with greater assurance 


of being unmolested than, the Chi- 


nese Government can in fact pro- 
vide. At the same time trade itself 
will suffer if it: is associated in the 
minds of the Chinese with too’ close 
an insistence” upon treaty rights 
which effectively, deny the Chinese 
claim to be a sovereign and inde- 
fendent State. es 
Unfulfilled Conditions. 


‘As far bach’ as 1002 Great Britain 
assured China of her desire to help 
in the reform of her judicial system. 
That assurance has been given many 
times since, and in’ 1926 a Confer- 
ence of thirteen Powers signed a 
report recommending the renuncia- 
tion’ of extra-territorial privileges 
upon certain. conditions. Chief 
among these conditions ‘were the 
enactment of. a codified system of 
law, the creation of modern law- 
courts,’ and the effective adminis. 
tration of justice. It; cannot be 
said‘ that the-.last condition, ot 
least, has yet been , fulfilled, 
although .the Chinese claim that 
the civil and commercial codes have 
“now reached the final stage ‘of 
preparation.” They claim, too, to 
have established a large number of 
“Courts and prisons along modern 
lines.”: It is,,not, in fact, these 
claims which the .British Govyern- 
ment dispites. Two things are 
urged in the British Note. The 
first is that Western legal principles 
should be understood and found ac- 
ceptable by the people at large’ oa 
well as‘ by the Courts which ad- 
minister them. This is, perhaps, 
putting the argument on unneces- 
sarily abstract grounds. The second 
demand is that the actual adminis- 
tration of law. shall be free from 
dictation, corruption, and violence. 
This is the heart of the matter. 

China Must Sat the Pace, 

China is barely free:from a pro- 
tracted civil war; several provinces 
are stil] subject to military gover- 
nors whose loyalty to the Central 
Government is highly suspect, The 
tradition of tachun, or war-lord, 
government perists. At any mo- 
ment hostilities might" break out 
and the exactions of - ar- 
bitrary military goveroment, alter- 
nating with sporadic “ banditry; 
again disappoint the hopes of’ those 
who desire to sce China peaceful 
and prosperous. So far.as-the for- 
eigner can judge, the Central Gov: 
ernment scems to be slowly estab 
lishing itself. But it is still very 
weak, and over the great -part of 
China ‘its authority” is nebulous. 
The solution of the problem ‘of 
extra-territoriality is therefore not 
easy. 
lost extra-territorial privileges dur- 
ing the war do not appear to have 
suffered greatly from the Joss. On 
the other hand, the Russians, who 
surrendered these privileges volun- 
tarily, have recently had grave rea- 
son to. complain.: Extra-terri- 
toriality, it sccms clear, must go, 
and it must goin proportion and 
as rapidly as the Chinese Govern- 
ment becomes strong. ‘But that, uao-, 


fortunately, is not to indicate any 
very rapid rate of progress.
